WHAT  attraction  Communism  can 
hold  for  pampered  Hollywood  movie 
actors  it  is  not  easy  to  understand 
These  often  synthetic  beings  are  rewarded 
far  beyond  their  deserts  with  a living  so 
lavish  as  to  make  any  truck  with  Com- 
munl.sm  seem  totally  unreal.  Were  they 
ever  to  become  .subject  to  a Communlat 
regime,  as  they  must  .surely  know,  their 
sumptuous  and  privileged  position  would 
vanish.  Even  if  this  were  not  so.  what  |x>s- 
sible  complaint  can  they  have  with  a system 
that  laps  them  in  luxury? 

One  explanation  may  be  that  they  have 
been  so  infected  by  their  screen  parts  as  to 
make  them  think  they  have  a dynamic  role 
to  play  in  society,  or  perhaps  the  sepse  of 
conspiracy  asscx'iated  with  Commum.Mn 
appeals  in  scime  queer  way  to  their  dra- 
matic temperament.  Whatever  the  reason, 
enough  evidence  ha.^  be^n  forthcoming  that 
not  a few  prominent  film  actors  and 


aclresscs  are  or  have  been  dabbling  In  Com- 
munism. 

Not  aH  Hollywood  celebrities  worship  the 
Kremlin  line,  fortunately  since  these  people 
wield  an  altogether  disproportionate  in- 
fluence among  moviegoers,  which  is  why 
those  w'ho  do  should  be  named  If  Mr.  Larry 
Park.s,  the  late.st  to  admit  to  having  once 
been  a Communist,  is  sincere  in  his  “ref- 
ormation" it  is  perhaps  his  bad  luck  to 
have  to  turn  informer,  but  he  should  have 
been  more  careful  of  his  off-.'.creen  activ- 
ities. It  is  imi.>ortant  to  the  public  that 
those  of  their  amur-cment  idols  who  are 
Communt.'Jls,  and  thu.^  renegades,  should 
be  revealed  for  whnt  they  are  The  public 
has  then  in  its  owm  hands  the  power  to 
deal  out  retribution  in  a manner  likely  to 
be  effective,  via  box  office  nc . If  t So  long 
as  Communists  are  free  to  operate  under 
protection  of  the  law  this  at  lea.st  U one 
wny  in  which  their  film  cohorts  may  be 
hit  hard.
